STRIKE BEGUN TO FORCE COM- 
PLIANCE WITH DEMANDS. 
Men Want to Work Nine Hours for 
Ten Hours’ Pay—Thousands of

(O.,) March 22.—In ac- 
cordance with the decision reached at 
the meeting which lasted practically 
throughout the night, the machinists 
employed in more than fifty establish- 
ments laid down their tools today.

FANNIE B. WARD. 
ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


IT IS RAPIDLY BECOMING THE 
UNIVERSAL SPEECH. 


{New York Herald Special Service:) 
The Pnglish language is conquering 
the world. At least a little etudy of 
the advancement that it has made the 
last century or so would seem to indi- 
cate some such conclusion. In the 
eleventh century there were only about 
two million who spoke English. Two 
centuries later there were but three 
millions. In the fifteenth century only 
four:+milliions spoke English. The 
growth had been but about half a mil- 
lion per century from the eleventh to 
the fifteenth, but then the growth 
becamme much more rapid. By the six- 
teenth there were «ix millions speak- 
ing English, by the seventeenth eight 
million five hundred thousand, and then 
came the first great leap, when the end 
of the eighteenth century found twen- 
ty-one million eight hundred thousand 
persons speaking Engtish. And at the 
present day, as well as can be calcu- 
lated, the English language is the ne- 
tive tongue of one hundred and sixteen 
million persone. 

What are the causes of this great de- 
velopment of the English tongue? One 
undoubtedly is the spread of the Png- 
lish-speaking people all over the world. 
Another cause ie the ease with which 
English is learned by the foreigner. 
English grammar is nothing when 
compared with French, German or any 
other grammar of European nations, 
and, besides, wherever English infiu- 
ence has spread, and it has spread 
around the world, the Englishman im- 


M. Jean Finot admits this growing 
supremacy of the English language 11 
a clever article In La Revue des Re- 
vues, and lamente the loss which the 
French have to show. In the fifteen 
century it was the lit language, 
the language of the courts, of diplo- 
mats, of commerce, all over Europe, 
and this was the case up to the mid- 
die of the eighteenth century.

At the end of the fifteenth century 
there were only ten million persons

When the nineteenth century dawned 
French and Russian claimed an equal 
number of adherents; Germany was 
just behind them; then came the Span- 
ish. English and, Italian, in order. The 
downfall of Napoleon, in changing the 
map of the wortd, changed its lan- 
guages. England, the conqueror, then 
ascended to the supreme place, and 
Russia, too, that took part in the con- 
quest, rose during the century to com- 
mand 85.900.000 adherents.
